Acceptance of the Declaration of Paris by the 
Confederate States. 

Tho Richmond correspondent of the 
Charleston Mercury states that the following 
important resolution was adopted by the Con- 
gress of the Confederate States on thu 8th in- 
stant: 

A resolution, touching points of Mtiratime 
Law, decided by the Congress of Paris of 
lSoo: 

AVitKitKAS, It has been found th.it tho un- 
certainty of maritime law, in time of law, 
has given rise to differences of opinion be- 1 
tween neutrals and belligerents, which may 
occasion serious misunderstandings, and even 
conflicts; and, whereas, the Plenipotentiaries 
of Great Britain, France, Austria, Prussia. 
Sardinia, nnd Russht at the Congress of 
Paris, of 18oG, etsablished an uniform doc- 
trine on this subject, to which they invited 
tho adherence of the nations of tho >vorld, 
which is as follows: 

1. That privateering is and remains nbol- 
ished. 

2. That the neutral flag covers the enemy's 
goods, with the exception of contraband of 
war. . 

3. That tieutrul goods, with tho exception 
of contraband of war, are not liable to capture 
under the enemy's flag ; and 

4. That blockades, iu order to he binding, 
roust be effective; that is to say, maintained 
by a force sufficient really to prevent access 
to the coast of the enemy. 

And, whereas, it is desirable that the Con- 
federate States of America shall assume a 
dctinite position on so important a point; now, 
therefore, 

He it Resolved, That the Congress of the 
Confederate States of A"nicrica accept the lid, 
3d, and 4th clauses of the above cited decla- 
ration, and decline to assent to the 1st clause 
thereof.

Thero will be a peace and anti-war Pic-Nic 
and Mass Meeting near Richmond, Kentucky, 
on Friday, August 30, 18(11. Distinguished 
speakers will be in attendance and address the 
meeting. 

A Fatal Delusion. 

The advocates of the war, the coercion ists, 
who imagine that a Government founded on 
the voluntary assent of its constituents, can 
be perpetuated by force, or restored by force 
when disrupted, do not comprehend the first 
element of statcsmahship. They ignore the 
character, spirit, valor, and fortitude of the 
people of their own section. They think the 
people of the South, the very people repre- 
sented by the victors of Manassas, can yet be 
awed, terrified, conquered, subjugated com- 
pletely, by the people represented by the 
routed, panic-stricken rabble soldiery who 
fled from Manassas. It is a lamentable er- 
ror; and it will provo terribly costly. It will 
cost its deluded victims rivers of blood and 
mines of gold; and the more blood and gold 
expended, the more distant and difficult will 
the task of reconstructing the Union prove. 
The indignity towards the people of the 
South, implied in the idea that they can be 
coerced by arms, invokes their resentment as 
emphatically as the injury they suffer by the 
aggressive invasion from the North. They 
are the victims of a lamentable, a fatal delu- 
sion, who do not appreciate these facts. 

Outrages by Federal Troopi Against Ken- 
tuckians— Violation of our Neutrality. 

Intelligence was received here yesterday 
that on the day preceding, a thousand armed 
horsemen from Cairn had crossed the Ohio 
river, captured two Kentuckians in Ballard 
county, and carried them prisoners to Cairo. 
The Governor immediately instructed Senator 
Johnson, of Paducah, to proceed to Cairo, in- 
vestigate the facts, demand the restoration of 
the captives to their liberty, and report to him 
without delay. On the heels of this, came a 
dispatch to the Governor, communicating the 
proceedings of a meeting of citizens at Padu- 
cah, in which, reciting the capture of citizens 
of Ballard, above mentioned, and the further 
fact that tho Federal gunboat, Conestoga. 
from Cairo, had seized the steamer Terry, at 
the wharf of Paducah, a boat owned partly 
by citizens of that place, and regularly en- 
gaged in lawful commerce, and carried it off 
for Cairo; they demanded protection and ro- 
dress for such outrages, adding that, if the 
State Government could 
afford it, they would feel compelled, in self- 
defense, to call on the Tennessee troops at 
Union City for aid. Later still, came another 
dispatch from Paducah, informing the Gov- 
ernor that the steamer Orr, from Evansville. 
had been seized by the crew of the Terry, and 
run up tho Tennessee river, but that this 
seizure was not participated in by the citi- 
zens. 

"Wo do not feci at liberty, at present to re- 
port has been done by tho Governor in refer- 
ence to these extraordinary facts. When it 
shall be proper to divulge his steps, it will be 
found that he has acted with wisdom and 



Outrages Upon Citizens of Kentucky by Self- 
styled Univn Men — Bobbery of Horses and 
Mules. 

We subjoin an extract from a letter, dated 
Big Hill, Madison county, Ky., which comes 
to us from a source which, from our own per- 
sonal knowledge, we can avouch as of the 
highest respectability. It reveals a state of 
facts utterly inadmissible and intolerable; for 
civil war in our midst is unavoidable, if the 
robbery of our citizens, engaged in lawful 
commerce on our own soil, be persisted in. 
The pretence that the horses and mules seized 
by armed parties of Kentucky Irrepressible? 

and Tennessee renegades, belong to " d d 

secessionists," is only a pretaxt for robbery 
Citizens who are called "secessionists" have tin- 
same right to their horses and mules as those 
who call themselves "Unionists," are entitled 
to the same protection of law, and are enti- 
tled to the same exemptions. Every citizen 
i of Kentucky has an equal right to move his 
property, without question from any quarter, 
any where on the soil of the State. Out 
right to move the shoes on our feet, from our 
office to our dwelling, going to dinner, might 
just as lawfully bo obstructed. But to the 
letter — here is the extract: 

"On this side of Cumberland Gap, there 
are large bodies of armed men who say no 
more stock shall pass into Tennessee. And 
also at Williamsburg, Wbitley county, there 
are stationed about six hundred, partly Ten- 
nesseeans, and they took on last Friday Jacob 
Bronaon, with three comrades and his drovi, 
of horses, consisting of forty head. After 
Bronson surrendered without any fight, he 
and his men were abused and threatened to 
be hanged as damned secessionists. They 
took their knives and pistols from them, and 
placed two of them under guard at Williams- 
burg, and two of them were brought back to 
Berry's, five miles tiiis side. Our informant, 
Mr. O. P. Alford, of Garrard county, near 1

A copy of this resolution, signed by the 
Chairman and Secretary of this meeting, was 
directed to bo sent to tho President of the 
United States. , 

There could not well have been a more 
pointed declaration of belief in the prevailing 
dishonesty and corruption of the Administra- 
tion, than this resolve which was separately 
from the others addressed personally to the 
President, thus intimating that future aid de- 
pends upon honesty, which has hitherto not 
been conspicuous. — -V. J'.

State, the wisdom of a Nation. 

••When Colored men and women fit them- 
selves for the office of educators, and take I 
their positions in the colleges and sem i na rios 
of learning, think you their influence will i 
not be as world-wide as that of any other 
■ace? The doors are now barred against 
thein, but the time is coming when they can 
go in and out at pleasure. The ancient walls 
of separation between the races are fast ■ 
mouldering away. 'Old Time' is shaking 
those dilapidated structures with a powerful 
arm. A few generations, and liberty, equali- ' 
ty. and fraternity, directed by the light of; 
Heaven, will form the basis of all the laws, 
and the foundation of all the governments 
and institutions of men." 
Again, on page 16, ho says : 
" Do not wait, (and here I desire to be un- 
derstood as addressing the people generally.) 
for the dawning of that happy day, now far 
in the coming future, when all the distinc- 
tions and prejudices which now separate the 
races shall cease." 

On page 19, he argues thus: 
" But we should not expect, judging from 
the past, to sec all the rights and all the priv- 
ileges which Nature guarantees to her chil- 
dren, enjoyed lo their fullest extent at once: 
for the progress of mankind from ignorance 
and slavery, to intelligence and liberty, has 
been slow, but. nevertheless, sure. We, there- 
fore, should labor constantly to secure to 
every one, however humble, all the rights — 
civil and political — that they are now justly 
entitled to, so that they may he prepared for 
the full enjoyment of all those blessing-, 
which are as yet, hidden in the future.''

The New York News, of Saturday last, 
has a detailed list of the Confederate forces 
in the field, fighting for Constitutional Lib- 
erty.

They are descended 
from those strong-willed barons who wrung 
guarantees for freedom from old King John 
at Runnvmedo. Right or wrong, thev sse 
only Liberty as the purpose of the struggle in 
which they have engaged, and for that they 
have consecrated themselves to the cause as 
martyrs. Hence the potent, patent truth — a 
great Empire, from the Potomac river to the 
Gulf, is one vast military camp wherein strong 
men throng in arms.

Peace Meeting in Scot: County. 

At a in e'.ng of tne citizens of Scott coun- 
ty in favor of the peace and neutrality of 
Kentucky, held at the court-house in George- 
town, on Monday the l'Jth in-t., on motion. 
Moses Thtclkeld, Esq.. wa- appointed Chair- 
man, and John Q A lams Secretary. The 
objects of tho meeting were briefly explained 
by Col. D Howard Smith, when lie ortercd 
the following resolutions, which were unan- 
imously adopted: 

Resolved, That Kentucky having, on at 
least three several niirnainn.li authoritatively 
proclaimed henelf in favor of peace and strict 
neutrality in the war now being waged be- 
tween the two sections of the Confederacy, 
it is the opinion of this meeting that the only- 
way of preserving and continuing that peace 
she now enjoys, is by adhering to, and en- 
forcing in good faith that neutrality which 
was intended by the people to be real, practical, 
ami not deceptive or delusive. 

Resolved, That the introduction or organi- 
zation of Federal troops in our boders. or the 
occupation of our soil by them, is a violation 
of the neutrality assumed by Kentucky, and 
of the pledge made by the Executive of the 
nation to our people, through Hons. Garrett 
Davis and W. L. Underwood, to respect and 
abide by that neutrality, and must inevitably 
load to tho destruction of the peace of the 
State, unless all such troop3 are speedily re- 
moved, and that neutrality for the future be 
strictly observed by both sections. 

Resolved, That all embargoes imposed by 
the Federal authority on railroads inside of 
our borders, built, as they were, exclusively 
by our own people, and all attempts to force 
taxes out of the people of Kentucky, either 
directly or by any State agency, by the same 
authority, for the purpose of prosecuting the 
existing war against the Confederate States, 
is likewise a violation of the recognized neu- 
trality of the Commonwealth, and ought not 
to be quietly submitted to. 

Resolved, That we respectfully urge on the 
Governor of the State, and the Representa- 
tives' of the people in the two branches of the 
Legislature soon to assemble, to use all tin- 
efforts in their power to preserve the peace 
of our people, and that neutrality to which 
the State stands pledged, and as it was under- 
stood by those who proclaimed it and recog- 
nized it at the time it was assumed. 

Resolrtd, That for the purpose of promot- 
ing the ends of peace, and using all the pow- 
er within our reach to bring to an honorable 
termination the existing difficulties between 
the Federal and the Confederate Govern- ] 
ments, it is respectfully recommended that a 
Peace Convention of the people of Kentucky 
be held in the city of Frankfort, on the 25th 
day of September, prox., to take said matters 
under consideration: and that each and every 
voter of this county approving the objects 
and purposes of this meeting be appointed 
delegate! to said Convention. 

On motion. 

Resolvd, That copies of the proceedintrs of 
this meeting be transmitted to the George- 
town Gazette, Louisville Courier, Observer 
and Reporter. Kentucky Statesman, and 
Frankfort Yeoman, with the request that they 
publish the same. 

The meeting, which was one of the largest 
nnd most enthusiastic ever assembled in this 
town, was most ably and eloquently addressed 
by Col. Roger W. Hanson and Col. James B. 
Beck.

The People and tho Treasury Loan, 

Word lias gone out from Washington and 
New York, by press and telegraph, that the 
binks of New York, Boston, and Philadel- 
phia have taken the Government Treasury 
Botes to the amount one hundred and fifty 
miliums ol dollars, at pur. L' pon the strength 
of this, tie: Administration piopo.es to go to 
the people of tie- cities, towns, and village* 
ot tile North for subscriptions to the national 
io.iii authorized by Congress. The argument 
is to be that Government securities are worth 
their full face with the principal bankers of 
tho country, and, therefore, the loan should 
be regarded by the people as a profitable in- 
vestment upon the same terms. 

We have no disposition to embarrass the 
Government in its financial matters unduly. 
As journalists, however, it is a duty we owe 
the public to expose any and all attempts to 
take the hard earnings of the people from 
them upon fal-o pretences. If Government 
securities are in fact worth dollar for dollar, 
I we are glad to know it, because the disadvan- 
tages of depreciated credit in this case fall 
i upon every citizen. If, on the other hand, 
such securities are worth but seventy-live 
I cents on the dollar, it is a cruelty to impose 
them upon the poorer classes as desirable in- 
| vestments at their full figure. 

The banks of New York. Boston, and Phil- 
j adelphia have not pledged themselves to take 
of the Government $150,000,000 in Treasury- 
notes at any rate. They have simply agreed 
| to take S5o,Ooo,000 at the preaent time, and 
that only upon conditions which render the 
j temporary investment secure to them, and 
under such circumstances as to render the real 
amount of profit and advantage to the banks 
much greater than the mere interest. In 
brief, the banks take $50,000,000 in Treasury- 
notes, bearing interest at 7.30 per cent, from 
August 15, nominally at par ; $5,000,000 of 
the $50,000,000 are to be paid down, nnd the 
balance is to be placed to the credit of tho 
Government in the banks subscribing; the 
Government obligates itself to receive any- 
past due Treasury notes or sixty days 
Treasury notes, as part of the $50,000,- 

000 loaned; no other stocks, bonds or 
Treasury notes — except demand notes and 
for the Oregon war loan — shall be paid out or 
negotiated by the Government until October 
15; the Government shall make an appeal to 
the people for subscriptions to the national 
loan, and the moneys derived therefrom shall 
be paid over to the Government, or deposited 
with such batiks as may be selected by the 
Secretary of the Treasury, with tho concur- 
rence of the banks taking the fifty millions; 
and the proceeds of subscriptions to the Gov- 
ernment loan, or so much thereof as is ncccs- \ 
sury. are to be employed in reimbursing the 
bank- for the amount drawn from them by I 
the Government. In other words, A loans 
money to B, and pays B ten per cent, of the 
amount down, and is to pay the re*t at later 
periods, partly or wholly in li s depreciated 
paper. B is not to diminish his credit by I 
borrowing elsewhere until A is repaid. All j 
of B's income from his business is to be paid j 
into the hands of A as fast as received, while J 
B gives his note to A bearing 7.30 per cent, 
interest on the whole sum borrowed, from the j 
day A makes him the first payment I 

Such a loan is not a loan at par. While 
the banks draw interest from the beginning , 
on the whole, ninety percent, of the sum still I 
remains in their vaults for an indefinite pe- ' 
riod. Whatever amount they do pay over to 
the Government may t>e paid in depreciated 
paper, and all the while the principal is being 
paid back to them in gold from tho subscrip- : 

1 ions to the national loan received from the' 
hands of the people!

REGULATIONS RESPECTING ALIEN ENEMIES. 

The following regulations are hereby es- 
tablished respecting nlicn enemies, under the 
provisions of nn act approved 8th August, 
1801, entitled "An act respecting alien ene- 
mies." 

1. Inftncdiately after the expiration of the 
term of forty days from the date of the fore- 
going proclamation, it shall be the duty of 
the several District Attorneys, Marshals, and 
other officers of tho Confederate States, to 
make complaint against aliens or alien ene- 
mies coming within the purview of the act 
aforesaid, to the end that the several courts 
of the Confederate States, and of each State 
having jurisdiction, may order the removal 
of such aliens or alien enemies beyond the 
territory of the Confederate States", or their 
restraint and confinement, according to tl.e 
terms of said law. 

2. The Marshals of the Confederate States 
are hereby directed to apprehend all aliens 
■gainst whom complaints may be made under 
said law, and to hold them in strict custody 
until the final order of the court, taking spe- 
cial care that such aliens obtain no informa- 
tion that could possibly be. made useful to the 
enemy. 

:!. Whenever the removal of nny alien be- 
yond the limits of the Confederate States is 
ordered by any competent authority, under 
the provisions of the said law. the Marshal 
shall proceed to execute the order in person, 
or_ by deputy, or other discreet person, in 
such manner as to prevent the alien so re- 
moved from obtaining any information that 
could be used to the prejudice of the Confed- 
erate States. 

4. Any alien who shall return to thoso 
States during the war. after having been re- 
moved therefrom under the provisions of said 
law, shall be regarded and treated as an alien 
enemy, and, if made prisoner, shall be at 
once delivered over to the nearest military 
authority, to be dealt with as a spy or as a 
prisoner of war, as the caso may require.

Proclamation of the Governor. 

"Whereas, numerous applications have open 
made to me from muny good citizens of this 
Commonwealth, praying me to issue a procla- 
mation forbidding the march of any forces of 
this or any other State or States over our soil, 
to make an apprehended attack upon the 
Federal forcos at Cairo, in Illinois, or to dis- 
turb any otherwise the peaceful. attitude of 
Kentucky with reference to the dcplorablo 
war now waging between the United States 
and the Confederate States. And w hereas, 
numerous applications from like good citizens 
of this Common wealth have also been made 
to me, praying me to issue a proclamation 
forbidding the occupation of any post or place, 
or the march over our sacred soil by any 
force of the United States for any purpose. 
And whereas, it is made fully evident, by 
every indication" of public sentiment, that it 
is t'ne determined purpose of the good people 
of Kentucky to maintain, with courageous 
lirmncss, the fixed position of self-defense, 
proposing or intending no invasion or ag- 
gression towards any other State or States, 
forbidding the quartering of troops upon her 
soil by either of the hostile sections^ but sim- 
ply standing aloof from an unnatural, horrid 
nnd lamentable strife, for the existence of 
which Kentucky, neithor by thought,' word, 
nor act, is in any wise responsible. And 
whejteas, the policy thus recommended hy so 
many of my fellow-Citizens of all political 
leanings, is, in my judgment, wise, peaceful, 
safe, and honorable, nnd the most likely to 
preserve peace and amity between the neigh- 
boring bordering States on both shores of the 
Ohio river, and protect Kentutky, geueraljy, 
from the ravages of a deplorable w ar. And 
whereas, tho arms distributed to the "State 
Guard,]' composed us it is of gentlemen 
equally conscientious and honest, who enter- 
tain the opinions of both parties, are not to 
be used ayniitst the Federal Oxmernmerit nor the 
Confederate States, but lo resist and prevent 
encroachments upon her soil, her rights, her 
honor, and her sovereignty by cither of the 
belligerent put ties, and to preserve the peace, 
safety, prosperity, and happiness nnd strict 
neutrality of her peopte, in the hope she may 
soon have an opportunity to become a suc- 
cessful mediator between them; and in order 
to remove the unfounded distrust and suspi- 
cious of purposes to force Kentucky out of the 
Union, at the point of thehnyonct — which may 
have been strongly and wickedly engendered 
in the public mind in regard to my own posi- 
tion and that of the "State Board," 

Now, therefore, I, BKRI .\ II M AGOFTIN, 
Governor of the Commonwealth of Ken- 
tucky, and Commander-in-Chief of till her 
military forces, on land or water, have issued 
this my prcclarttafifin, hereby notifying and 
warning all other States, whether separate or 
united, and especially the "United States" 
and the "Confederate States," that I solemnly 
forbid any movement upon the soil of Ken- 
tucky or the occupation of any port, post, or 
place whatever within the lawful boundary 
and jurisdiction of this State, by any of the 
forces under the orders of the States afore- 
said, for any purpose whatever, until author- 
ize! by invitation or permission of the Leg- 
islative and Executive authorities of this 
Stale previously granted. I also hereby especi- 
ally and solemnly forbid all good citizens of this 
Commonwealth, whether incorporated in the 
"State Guard" or otherwise, making any war- 
like oiliostile demonstrations whuteverugainst 
any of the authorities aforesaid, earnestly re- 
questing all citizens, civil and military, to be 
obedient hereto; to be obedient to the laws 
and lawful orders of both the civil and mili- 
tary authorities; to remain when off military 
duty quietly and. peaceably nt their homes, 
pursuing their wonted lawful avocations; to re- 
frain all words and acts likely to engender 
hot blood and provoke collision; to pursue 
such a line of wise conduct as will promote 
peace and tranquility, and a sense of safety 
and security, and thus ke ep far away from our 
beloyed land and people tire deplorable ca- 
lamities of invasion; but at the same time earn- 
estly counseling ray fellow-citizens of Ken- 
tucky to make prompt and efficient prepara- 
tions to assume the ar|nor and attitude pre- 
scribed by the paramount and supreme law 
of self-defense — and strictly of self-defense 
alone; praying Almighty < Jod to have us ever- 
more in his holy keeping, and to preserve 
us in peace, prosperity, and security for- 
ever.
